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SHIP BLOWS UP 51BJLBI SUIT IS ON 


Five Dead, 251 Missing and 342 


Wounded Result of Accident

on Japanese Boat

OKJO, Sept. 13—The pride of the Japanese navy, the battleship Mi- 
kasa, was destroyed by fire following1 a terrific explosion of 
her 


magazines Sunday afternoon. Five lives are reported lost, with the 


frightful list of 251 missing and 343 wounded. The cau«e is still unknown, 
and a rigid Investigation is now being held. The <-cene was something ap- 
palling, the explosion driving a frightful hole in the port side of the ship, 
below the water line, sent the massive body of human freight flown to 
i 


the bottomless depths. 


The crews of other ships in the neighboring Caters hastened to the re- 


lief of the suffering and terrified men, but their best efforts were wholy in- 
adequate to the urgent demand of the moment. 


Without a moment's warning the horrible accident came, and pande- 


monium reigned. 
Nothing could be done by the brave and alert officer* 


to check the deadly onslaught of the flfice flames, as the 
vessel swerved 


and with one mighty lunge, plunged out of sight. 


The Mikasa flew the flag of Vice Admiral Togo, the commander in 


chief of the naval forces. It was among the largest and most powerful 
of all the array of fighting ships, and among the most recently built and 
placed into service. 
This ship had an enviable record in the flrece bat- 


tles on the sea of Japan, leading the fleet and receiving many damages, 
which to some of her sister ships would have proved fatal. 


As the flagship of Admiral Togo during the momentous engagement 


off Port Arthur a year ago last month, this battleship, in one of 
the 


heated actions, sustained the loss of four of her officers and twenty-nine 
of her crew, while a greater number were terribly wounded. 
In every 


action the Mikasa was always the one ship to take the brunt of the fight 
and return the greatest and most direct and telling projectiles into the 
enemy's Quarters. 


Consternation reigns along the shore line, panic stricken people by the 


thousands eagerly awaiting the latest news, as the list of dead is ex- 
pected to increase with each hour.

ORROR is added to 
Japan's internal dis- 
sensions over the 


peace treaty by the fright- 
ful destruction from the 
explosion of the maga- 
zines of her great battle- 
ship, Mikasa. Fire and 
sinking completed the ter- 
rible catastrophe, leaving 
many dead, wounded and 
missing officers, sailors 
and soldiers.

N the hist few years there has been developed in this 
country a class of lawyers whose efforts have largely 


been devoted to keeping corporations and captains of in- 
dustry within the letter of the statute book, while enabling 
them to hreak the 'spirit with impnity. The "corporation 
lawyer" is a product of the last generation ai\d he is a 
product that the generation cannot view with unmixed 
pride. In former times, as we have more than once pointed 
out, when the captains of industry of those days wanted 
t) do something, they would send for their lawyer and say 
to him: "We desire t<> do so and so. Is it legal?" Nowadays 
in the legal piofession the largest emoluments come to 
those whose duties have largely been coinentrated upon 
corporation law and who tan only be called jurists by 
(ou! tesy. 


It is a gieat pity. The profession of the law should Jie 


a noble one, as its objects ought to be to secure justice to 
e\ery man. Like the profession of medicine, the fee should 
be but thf secondary incentive to work; the great incentive 
should be the work it^-lf <'an anyone honestly say that 
such i« the case today ?

HE last stronghold of the people has been invaded,by 


the trusts. 
Prom Iowa comes the announcement 


that a syndicate of capitalists have secured options to pur- 
chase fifty weekly papers in that state with the intention 
of converting them into dailies. These papers are all in 
the country districts and it is hoped through them to 
"form public opinion in the rural districts and correct 
some tendencies that should be combatted." 
Of course 


'this means that hereafter all editorial opinion will ema- 
nate from one source and the daily pabulum will be serv- 
ed up as best subserves the Interests of those \\ho«e policy 
it is to blind the public while they rob under the cover of 
law and a popular sentiment that they will cier.te throuMi 
their own press. 


Of course the venture %\ ill not be expected to be a pay- 


ing one as a purely newspaper proposition, although by 
controlling and sending out the "news," after it has been 
properly "doctored," from one central headquartei s there 
will unquestionably be a great saving in the collet lion and 
an improvement in the quality of the literal y end of the 
business. 
Again, with the unlimited backing of the capit- 


alists a great improvement will he manifest in the me- 
c-hanical departments of the«.e little weeklies that will bt 
flattering to the rural communities and will doubtless re- 
sult in largely increasing the subscription. Therein lies 
the danger. 
Very few realize how large a percentage of 


the American people draw their convictions from the 
newspapers. 
When these little country papers are con- 


ducted by men of varying opinions there is an opportunity 
for differences that permit of discussion in the forum of 
the village, the country store. But when the matter is 
prepared and sent out by men whose purpose it will be to 
becloud and color the editorial comment on opics of na- 
tional importance, the influence on public ormlon will be 
almost incalculable. 


It will be a sad day for the country when all axenues 


for the expression of opinion are in the control of those
